PROSECUTOR TO

New York, March 5.—{Special.}—On 
his fourth day in office as United 
States district attorney Emory R.

U. S. Decides to Waive 
Its Income Tax Claim.

More than $400,000 salvaged from 
the Leo Koretz financial. wreck, and 
tied up by the government since its 
recovery by representatives of the Chi- 
cago Title and Trust company, now 
can be prorated among the dead 
Bayano king's victims. 


‘Immediate distribution was made 
possible by an order received from 
Washington yesterday by Mrs. Mabel 
G. Reinecke, collector of interna] rev- 
enue, who last October filed a lien 
against the Koretz funds and former 
assets to satisfy a clai mof $753,067 | 
which the internal revenue bureau ' 
held was due for income taxes for 1921, 
1922, and 1923. 

In the message the solicitor general 
of the internal revenue department 
ordered Mrs. Reinecke to dismiss the 
claim and release it for disbursement 
through Referee in Bankruptcy Harry 
Parkin. 

Immediately on receipt of notice that 
the lien had been filed by George N. 
Murdock, then solicitor for the internal 
revenue department here, Attorneys 
Joseph B. Fleming and Maurice Berk- 
son, representing the Chicago Title 
and: Trust company, announced they 
would conduct a “ fight to. the finish ” 
to conserve all money and property for 
the swindler’s hundreds of victims. 

A hearing in Washington was de- 
manded and the action of the govern- 
ment was resisted on the ground that 
nothing Koretz had belonged to him, 
and, consequently, he or his estate 
could not be required to pay taxes on 
income fraudulently derived. 

While interested parties to the con- 
troversy have predieted ever since the 
hearing that the government never 
would collect from the Koretz funds, 
delay in official action had caused the 

case to remain at a standstill. Mean- 
while many victimis were reported to 
be in great need.
